LARGE AUDIENCE HEARS 
STATESMAN’S ADDRESS 


LONDONERS ARE 
WARNED OF NEW 
THREAT OF FLOOD 


London. Jan. 7 —Suddenly over- 
whelmed, twenty pereon* were 
drowned In the London area early 
to-day when the most devastating 
flood In the history of modem 
tendon swept the Thames Klver 
over Its banks. 

The flood of water poured over 

the river banks at several places _ 

when an abnormal tide, whipped 
by « heavy gale, met flood waters 
pouring down from the Interior 
early this morning. The rush of 
water was so sudden that hun¬ 
dreds of persons sleeping In base¬ 
ment rooms were driven from their 
beds, st least twenty being trapped 
and drowned, with the possibility 
that there may have been still 
further victims. 

As the tide went out the Thames re¬ 
turned to normal this morning, but 
fearing a recurrence of the disaster at 
the nest tide, engineers worked fran¬ 
tically to build temporary barricades 
at places where the embankment had 
collapeed.

In connection with tobacco produc¬ 
tion In the Antipodes, the Australian 
Federal and 8tate Governments and 
the British-Australasian Tobacco Com¬ 
pany have Joined in authorising the 
expenditures, of approximately 8460,000 
in research and investigation. 

Mr Slsgg proposes to improvs ths 
quality and quantity of Australian to« 
bacco by putting Its culture on • 
sound economic basis.

Early 8prtng Is the time for filling 
up gaps in the rock garden.

Although Fall and early Spring 
are the best times to plant, pot grown 
plants may be planted at any time 
during the Summer months. Some 
plants, as for Instance the prlmuU 
family, are dependent upon the devel¬ 
oped growth of one season for flower¬ 
ing In ths 8prlng following \Theae. 
therefore, should be replanted as soon 
after flowering as possible Saxifrages 
are also best moved In ths Spring. In 
order to get s season’s growth before 
flowering. Campanulas, asters and such 
plants may be moved In ths Spring and 
will flower the same year. 

PLANTINO FIRMLY 

All Alpine plants should be planted 
as firmly as possible. In their native 
stats these plants grow between rocks 
and in crevices from which It Is almost 
Impossible to dislodge them Therefore, 
the soil around them must be made 
very eolid by forcing small stones close 
up to ths tufts. , 

r It may be noticed that some plants 
In the rock garden have not done as 
well as they should during the last 
s eason. One should try and find out 
the cause. It may be that the situation 
was too sunny or too shady. The mat¬ 
ter should be attended to and the 
plants placed In a position that suits 
them.

A few weeks ago Jeffries told me 
he considered Bob Fltzalmmon* the { 
greatest of all fighters. Fitzsimmons 
weighed 190(4 pounds when he knocked 
out Jim Corbett for the world’s heavy¬ 
weight title He knocked out Ruhlln 
and Sharkey and Maher and Corbett 
and cleaned Aip the heavyweights 
generally—all but Jeffries. He never 
could beat Jeff. And he was either a 
middleweight or a light-heavyweight 
during all hls best fighting days. As 
a Ifght-heavywelght he wouldn't have 
to fight Jeffries—the only roan of hie 
day he couldnt lick He won the light- 
heavyweight championship by beat¬ 
ing Oardner. and when he whipped 
Gardner Bob was over forty-one years 
of age No other living fighter ever 
equalled that exploit. Middleweight 
and heavyweight world's champion, 
and at forty-one winning another 
title. 

I will say that there d be no use 
In comparing any of our recent light- 
heavyweights with Fitzsimmons, be¬ 
cause there's no comparison Fitz out¬ 
classed them the way a stake horee 
outclasses a truck horse.

Myers of the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion. who believes that money and 
business have been so stabilised that 
the old-time "panic” can never happen 
ag*ln. 

"Markets are much more stable than 
they were ten years ago." aaya Com¬ 
missioner Myers. "I don’t expect any 
marked departures from the normal 
business level. 

FACTORS IN STABILIZATION 

"The one outstanding factor in stab¬ 
ilisation has been federal reserve act 
Meanwhile, we have developed a wide 
dissemination of trade Information and 
HB tiRtit-a which has greatly curtailed 
overproduction. Other important fac¬ 
tors are the simplification and 
standardization of production and 
products and the continued introduc¬ 
tion of new wealth-producing activ¬ 
ities" 

Myers explained theae factors mak¬ 
ing for “permanent normalcy** as fol¬ 
lows: 

"I think panics of the past have

“The new system of disseminating 
the necessary information to prevsnt | 
overproduction doesn’t prevent com¬ 
petition. but it does prevent an excess 
of it.

“Credit for some great work ought to 
be given to Secretary Hoover for hla 
organization of movement to standard¬ 
ise and simplify products.

F R over twenty-three years Mrs. 
Elizabeth Kennedy has been care¬ 
taker of the Victoria West school 
and to thousands of scholars who 
haVe passed through the school since she took 
over her duties she is known affectionately as 
"Ma Kennedy." the busy woman who keeps 
the school spotlessly clean and who in the 
cold Winter mornings is early on the job_ to 
have the fires blazing and the classrooms warm 
by the tigpe the young pupils arrive an hour or 
two later to start studies for the day. 

Romance and the duties of a janitor may be 
considered far apart. Janitors are usually 
known as the ferocious individuals wha can 
reply with enthusiasm to the story of criticism 
that reaches them when they arc slow with the 
heat Monday mornings after the shut-down 
over Sunday.
